“The executive committee declared that the railway workers 
are overwhelmingly opposed to any form of-conscription. They have | 
not receded, they said, from the position they took several months 
ago, when they warned the government that an attempt to enforce 
conscription would be followed by a general’strike.

The Property Owners @s- 
sociat.on might drop but’ of existence 
at any time, but the Board of Trade 
not As the appointment of 
these directors was for a period of
